District Attorney Pat Batchelor, in 


an opinion requested by and delivered 
to the county commissioner's court, 
stated March 7th that he could find no 
authority which would permit county 
commissioners to maintain or install 
a public street or do work on private 
property. 


Documented with excerpts from the 


Texas Constitution and other laws, the 
12-page opinion states that the only 
possible exception is "in relation to 
legitimate soil conservation work," 
but that carries strict guidelines. 


Further, the opinion states that "If 


it can be proved beyond a reasonable 
doubt that a public servant knowingly 
or 
intentionally 
and 
beyond a 


reasonable doubt that a public ser- 
vant with intent to obtain a benefit for 
himself or to harm another, violates 
his powers and duties, then that public 
servant could be subjected 
to 


prosecution..." 


Is the Commissioner's Court the tax 


equalization 
board for Navarro 


County? Has this always been true? 
Where can I find a listing of authority 
delegated 
to the Commissioner's 


Court? 


County commissioners throughout 


Texas sit as the county board of 
equalization, as is mandated by the 
Texas Constitution. 


Article XIII, Sec. 18 of the Con- 


stitution states, in part: 
"The 


Legislature 
shall 
provide 
for 


. equalizing, as near as may be, the 
valuation of all property subject to or 
rendered for taxation (the County 
Commissioners' Court to constitute a 
board of equalization)..." 


The Constitution prescribes the main 


authority and duties of the com- 
missioners' court.

at 


Isn't it true that 
NC president Kenneth Walker makes 
more than the city manager, school 
superintendent, 
and 
county judge 


combined? 


Not true, according to budget figures 


from the agencies you mention. In- 
cluding all related compensations, 
Walker earns $57,150 annually. 


The combined salaries of the three 


officials you mention is $60,833, or 
$3,683 more than Walker's annual 
salary. 


City Manager C.R. Ballenger earns 


$18,720 a year, School Supt. Mark 
Culwell earns $28,000 a year, and 
County Judge Rob Dunn earns $14,113 a 
year. 


What do we have to do to get these 


county 
commissioners recalled or 


removed from office? Can this be done 
with a petition, if we get more 
signatures than the commissioner got 
votes in the last election? If so, I'm sure 
I already have enough people willing to 
sign. 


You cannot remove a county com- 


missioner from office just because 
taxes were increased, according to the 
Secretary of State's office in Austin. 


Kevin Reynolds, of the election 


division of that office, said the only way 
to remove an elected county official 
from office is if that official is found 
guilty of a criminal offense or of 
violating the trust of his office as 
specified by the law. 


"There are no provisions in the law 


for removal of a county official, or for a 
recall election, because of a legal action 
taken by commissioners," Reynolds 
said. "You just can't do it on that 
basis." 


The only exception to that guideline is 


in the cases of Home Rule cities, which 
can develop within their own charters 
such provisions if they choose. 


Unpopular actions such as the tax 


increase, Reynolds noted are often 
necessary and "that's what they're 
elected to do, although sometimes it 
isn't what a lot of people want." 


The one provision for replacing an 


official with whom you're dissatisfied, 
Reynolds said, "is to throw them out in 
the next election."

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School utility bills powerful problem

Corsicana schools will be paying nearly $400 a day for elec- 


tricity alone next year, a problem school trustees are slated to 
discuss as they meet Monday night. 


Cost of utility services has become central to the school 


district's 
budgetary 
process, 
overshadowing 
per-pupil 


classroom expenditures, teacher salaries, and other items more 
directly related to education. 


Texas Power & Light representatives, meeting with school 


administrators last week, told the district to budget for an 
immediate 20 per cent jump in rates — passed in the spring by 
the Texas Utilities Commission — and to count on yet another 
rate hike, to be requested by TP&L this fall.

Parking 
meters stay

Mayor H.R. Stroube Jr. said he had had a number of requests 


from people seeking the removal of parking meters from 
downtown. But none of these people showed up Tuesday when 
the city commission discussed the possibility. 


Stroube said that he wanted the hearing to "find out what the 


people want," and he found out quickly that downtown mer- 
chants want the parking meters. 


All six people to appear before the commission said that the 


parking meters were serving a useful purpose in that they 
assured customers of parking in the downtown area. 


The consensus among those appearing was that free down- 


town parking would lead to downtown employes taking all the 
parking close to the stores, or possibly park in front of other 
stores, thus keeping customers away. 


Those asking that the meters remain on downtown streets 


were Mrs. James Chapman, Stanley Kallmeyer, W.G. Morris, 
Claiborn Simpson, Parks Christian and Joe York. 


Commissioners Wayne Norris, Irene Boozer and Gene 


Johnson joined Stroube in concurring with the will of the 
majority on the matter and no action was taken relative to 
removing the meters. 


In another business oriented matter, the commission voted 4- 


0, with Dr. R.B. Gober absent, to pass a resolution calling a 
public hearing for the next commission meeting on the an- 
nexation of 154 acres of potential industrial property at the 
request of the Corsicana Industrial Foundation and the Southern 
Pacific Industrial Development Commission. 


The Southern Pacific land, Ballenger said, is that being sold to 


Abex and other land which Abex has an option on on East 
Highway 31. The CIF land is adjoining this property and 
Ballenger said the local foundation also has a storng suitor for 
this land. 


The commission preceded this action by changing the city 


zoning ordinance to allow the immediate zoning of land upon 
annexation. 


The old method of zoning required all new land to be zoned 


agricultural and then be taken through zoning change 
procedures.

Lake Halbert closes 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


announced Tuesday afternoon 
that boats and swimmers will 
be banned from Lake Halbert 
for the next few days to give city 
clean-up efforts at the lake a 
chance to take effect. 


Ballenger said, at the close of 


Tuesday's 
commission 


meeting, that the city has ap- 
plied "blue stone" to the lake, 
but that constant use by boaters 
and swimmers had prevented 
the chemical from 
working 


properly. 


"Blue stone" is a chemical 


which kills the algae which is 
responsible for the poor tasting 
water in some parts of town. 


Ballenger 
had 
explained 


during the meeting that the city 
is using more of the Lake 
Halbert 
water 
than 
would 


normally be the case because of 
inoperative valves on the city's 
water tanks near 
Navarro 


College 
and 
Drane Middle 


School. 


The commission authorized 


Ballenger to spend about $11,000 
from the city reserve funds to 
repair these valves, which are 
cut-off valves for water coming 
in from Navarro Mills Reser- 
voir. Ballenger said that the 
Drane tower's valve had been 
repaired enough to keep it in 
action, but that the college 
tower was completely out of 
service. 


He said, too, that having to 


bypass the college tower was 
taking its toll on city water lines 
since the Navarro Mills pumps 
are pumping directly into the 
lines. 
This, 
he 
explained, 


creates an uneven pressure on 
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the

a tick," said Barham, "and we 
lost one dog" because of the 
ticks. 


He said the dogs are infested 


by various type ticks, and that 
tick collars will not prevent the 
problem although the collars 
will aid in the control. 


Barham said 
that people 


should be aware of the problem 
and to pay close attention to 
their pets. 


To 
control 
the problem, 


Barham suggests using tick 
collars, 
dipping 
the 
dogs 


regularly and treating the area 
where the dog is kept. 


He said local feed stores and 


garden supply centers will have 
the 
sprays 
and 
chemicals 


needed to treat yards for ticks.

the new ordinance was required 
to protect Corsicanans eligible 
for flood insurance.

will jump to an average of $696 a day. A total of $254,000 is being 
projected for utility costs for 1977-78. 


And electricity is only one utility cost on the increase. By the 


end of this fiscal year in August, Supt. Mark Culwell says the 
district projects to exceed its utility budget by about $20,000, 
most of that in the cost of natural gas. The district had projected 
that $38,000 would be spent this year on gas, but an extremely 
cold winter and increasing rates pushed that figure up by nearly 
the entire $20,000 cost overrun. 


If, as Culwell fears, gas rates also jump by about 20 per cent in 


the coming year, the district may face a Lone Star Gas bill of 
$60,000 or more. Four years ago, the gas bill for the entire 
district was just $16,000. If rates jump as administrators fear 
they will, that will mean a nearly 300 per cent increase in 
natural gas costs within four years. 


CONSERVATION EFFORTS, discussed by the board and by 


administrators several times during the past two years, have 
been at best, limited in effect. The thermostats at CHS have 
been turned up, classes moved to non-air conditioned campuses, 
lighting usage is monitored closely to eliminate waste, and other 
steps have been taken. But none has even approached offsetting 
the repeated raterhikes, much less cutting down on the bills. 


Such cost increases make the prospects of a tax cut because of 


the new school finance bill small to non-existant, Culwell noted, 
since the added appropriation CISD will receive will largely be 
absorbed by the utility hikes and other inflationary costs. 


"When you get right down to it," Culwell said, "our hands are 


tied. We can't operate without the utilities, of cours, and the 
utilities seem to be charging us whatever they want."

kids in trouble

Students who run afoul of school rules and 


regulations next year will find themselves in 
another classroom rather than out on the 
streets, as school trustees approved a Special 
Assignments Center for suspended students. 


Describing the center as "a highly struc- 


tured, regimented atmosphere," Supt. Mark 
Culwell told trustees that such a class was a 
better alternative than putting the kids back 
out on the street. 


"We're the first ones to admit that 


suspension is not the ideal way to deal with 
these problems," Culwell said. 


In the future, students who would in the past 


have been suspended will now be sent to 
special classes in the Community Services 
building on W. 6th Ave. There, they will be 
closely monitored and assigned daily work for 
the duration of their stay. 


CULWELL projected an average daily 


attendance for the two-teacher operation of 22 
students, which he said was enough to keep 
the district's ADA totals up to pay for one of 
the teachers. In the event that there are too 
few students at the sessions to merit two 
teachers, Culwell said one or both of the 
teachers could be used as substitute teachers 
elsewhere in the district. 


But, he added, the center will likely be used 


for trouble students who have not actually 
been suspended, so attendance is expected to 
reach the estimates. 


"One of the better things about this is that it 


shows we're not just giving up on these kids," 
board member Mrs. Doris Gillen said. 


Cost for the program was estimated at 


$20,000. 


Elementary students will have a physical 


education program next year as well, after 
trustees voted to hire two more elementary 
P.E. teachers. Beginning in the fall, every 
elementary campus will have the P.E. 
program piloted last year at two elementary 
campuses. 


CULWELL 
TOLD 
the 
board 
that 


elementary P.E. had been mentioned highly 
on last spring's community survey and that 
he has received numerous calls expressing 
support of such a program. 


"This is something I feel very strongly 


about," Culwell said. "There are many 
possibilities this type of program lends itself 
to, including a simple program to help our 
students with asthma." 


The program 
will involve exercises, 


organized activities, and programs designed 
to improve hand-and eye coordination. The 
district will fund two of the three teachers 
required for the six elementary campuses, 
with the third being paid for by Manpower 
funding. 


Two vocational programs for the han- 


dicapped, one in health allied skills and 
another in commercial cooking and sewing, 
will be added to the curriculum using state 
and federal grant funds. 


The allied health program will train the 


students in skills for working in hospitals and 
nursing homes, while the cooking and sewing 
courses provide training in commercial 
areas. The goal of both programs is to leave 
handicapped students with employable skills 
for this area. 


THE DISTRICT will receive about $20,000 


in state money for the program, which they 
must match with $5,000 in funds or services. 


At a subsequent board meeting, trustees 


will discuss partially funding a cancer in- 
surance policy for teachers on a 60-40 basis. 
Estimated cost of such a group policy would 
be between $3 and $5 per month per teacher.

to bring here," Culwell said. 


SUCH STUDENTS, if ad- 


mitted, would be required to 
pay tuition equal to the full cost 
of educating each student. As 
adopted, the policy will require 
such applicants to pass an 
English proficiency test, pay 
tuition 
in 
advance 
of 


registration, 
establish 
"ac- 


ceptable, adult guardianship," 
provide health and accident 
insurance, provide letters of 
recommendation 
establishing 


financial responsibility as well 
as 
moral 
and 
character 


references, 
provide proper 


immigration and identification 
credentials, provide an ac- 
ceptable transcript of school 
work, and attend a subjective 
interview. 


At the same time as the policy 


was adopted, the boarJ in- 
structed school attorney Glenn 
Sodd to investigate the extent of 
responsibility the district has in 
making available public school 
education to such students. 


In other action, Culwell told 


the board that he feels the 
o v e r c r o w d i n g 
at 
Lee 


Elementary 
school can be 


handled on a voluntary basis. 


HE TOLD THE board that his 


letter 
asking 
parents 
of 


students bused to Lee to allow 
their children to attend Sam 
Houston Elementary next year 
met 
with 
opposition from 


parents whose children had 
already attended Lee for a year 
or more. 


"There is a strong sense of 


loyalty to Lee," Culwell noted, 
"but I think with the help of the 
parents 
whose 
youngsters 


would be entering the first 
grade, we can handle this thing 
on a voluntary basis." 


Culwell said one new third 


grade section might have to be 
added to Lee. In the fall, 
students whose parents have 
agreed will ride the bus to Sam 
Houston rather than to Lee.

Monday night, as school trustees moved the opening of school 
back by a week. 


Following action by the state Legislature cutting the 


number of school days per year from 180 to 175, trustees 
voted to open school this year on August 29, a week later than 
the original date.

than the original August 16.

The division, which will go 


into operation Septl 1, will also 
be responsible for investigation 
of all complaints against em- 
ployes in the two departments. 


Members of the division, who 


will be recommended to serve 
at the next commission meeting 
in August and are yet unnamed, 
will include a police sergeant, a 
criminal investigator, and a fire 
investigator, 
who 
will 
be 


compensated by their depart- 


ments. 


NAMES TO fill the positions 


will be submitted by Police 
Chief Don Massey and Fire 
Chief Duane Womack. 


Approval of the division's 


creation came on a motion by 
Foley Wynn and second by 
Ernest Douglas. 


Massey informed the com- 


mission that the city has a 
similar division which handles 
complaints that come before it 
consisting of the city manager, 
mayor, 
and 
various 
city 


department heads. 


James Chapmen, chairman, 


said that the internal affairs 
division's creation was not to 
circumvent 
the 
existing 


division, or supersede depart- 
ment heads' authority, but was 
being created to conduct more 


thorough background checks 
into applicants and to prevent 
someone being placed on the 
eligibility list who should not be 
on it. 


Chapman also noted that the 


creation of the division will also 
allow for 
a 
thorough 
and 


comprehensive investigation of 
charges being brought against 
members 
of 
the 
classified 


services. The approval came 
following several months study 
on 
ways 
to 
upgrade 
the 


department. 


In other business, Wynn, Civil 


Service director, reported that 
he received information from 
Sen. Ron Glower's office in 
Austin that classified employes

bodies should get an ordinance 
together on the matter after 
Mayor H.R. Stroube Jr. had 
already announced that the 
meeting had been scheduled. 


Johnson also pointed out that 


while the zoning board has been 
approving, with only a few 
exceptions, only those mobile 
homes within a certain part of 
town, no such proposed or- 
dinance 
has 
ever 
been 


presented to the city com- 


mission. 
Municipal Services Director 


Delma Ware concurred, ex- 
plaining that the only ordinance 
proposal coming from P&Z on 
this matter would have given 
the municipal service depart- 
ment the authority to approve 
mobile homes in a given area by 
building permit. Other mobile 
homes requests, Ware said, 
would have gone through P&Z 
and then to the city, as do all 
such requests presently.

meeting that none of the K-Mart representatives had asked that 
N. 14th be paved, but that city forces had decided that with the 
anticipated increase in traffic along N. 13th, an alternate street 
into the K-Mart property might alleviate some traffic problems. 


He also said that while it was his present plan to use bond 


money to fix N. 14th, this had not been established through the 
commission yet and that other means of funding the program 
might be found. 


Mrs. Youngblood reminded the commission that developers of 


the Navarro Mall "paid their share" on street improvements to 
their shopping area through the city's street assessment 
program. She said that K-Mart should do the same. 


WENDORF QUESTIONED including a new street on the bond 


program, saying that those setting up the bond program were 
specific on what streets should be included. 


Ballenger said that such a move would be "perfectly legal" if 


all other proposed bond streets were completed. 


Ballenger repeated this defense later when Scott said he 


would rather see the city finish all of the bond program "before 
sloughing money off to other projects." 


Scott also asked the commission to remember that some of the 


savings from which would be used for paving N. 14th came from 
the S. 9th project. 


Ballenger had agreed partially to this contention when 


Commissioner Irene Boozer asked him if S. 9th was "where we 
saved $17,000." His reply was that was where part of the savings 
came from. 


Miss Boozer also wondered if paving the street leading into K- 


Mart property might set a precedent that future developers 
might use to get similar treatment. 


Beside the dispute over whether the S. 9th project was short- 


changed in favor of N. 14th, the commission also expressed 
concern over the fact that Hable and Sons was the only bidder on 
the project. 


Hable's total bid for the three streets was $64,231, compared to 


the city estimate of $66,498. 


But the bid was nearly not read because of its solitary status. 


Commissioner Wayne Norris said he felt the city had an 
obligation to read the bid since Tuesday was the day prescribed 
for bid opening and City Attorney Glenn Stewart agreed. 


WHEN BALLENGER read the bid, it was immediately and 


unanimously tabled by a vote of 4-0, with Commissioner Dr. 
R.B. Gober absent. 


In addition to decrying the addition of N. 14th to the bond 


program, Wendorf also took the opportunity Tuesday to com- 
plain to Ballenger that the "No Parking" signs along W. 2nd 
were still up. 


Wendorf complained about four months ago that these signs 


had been erected when the city code specifically excludes them 
from the routine jurisdiction of the city manager. 


Wendorf and Stroube got into a brief shouting match on this
